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FROM THE COMMISSIONER 
Dear Editor: 

I am writing you with reference 
to your editorial of October 26th en- 
titled, “I want my Third.”

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School Committee 
Pays Tribute To 


Late Superintendent 


An “appreciation” of ‘tthe late 
superintendent of schools, Henry 
C. Sanborn, was adopted by the 
school committee Tuesday night. It 
follows: 


Henry C. Sanborn became Sup- 
erintendent of Schools in Andover 
in the summer of 1916. He was ad- 
mirably fitted for the position. A 
graduate of Dartmouth in 1896, he 
had had broad experience as a 
teacher and a superintendent. He 
came to Andover after nine years 
in a similar position in Danvers, 
and, previous to ‘that, six years’ in 
Franklin, N. H. It was a difficult 
time to assume the new responsi- 
bility. The construction of the 
present Punchard building had 
just begun, within a year our coun- 
try was to enter the war. Unusual 
problems of administration and of 
policy were constantly presenting 
themselves—problems that re- 
quired a cool, unbiased mind and 
an abundance of tact for their solu- 
tion. Mr. Sanborn met them with 
characterisitic efficiency. TheSchool 
Committee soon recognized that ef- 
ficiency and gave him a free hand 
in administration. During the war 
years he gave unstintedly of his 
time and work to assisting all the 
agencies of town, state, and nation 
that needed the co-operation of the 
Public Schools. 


The absolute integrity of his life, 
his self-effacing modesty which for- 
bade his seeking ‘the personal or 
professional limelight, his utter 
fairness! in dealing with the per- 
sonnel of ‘tthe school system have 
created a respect for him among 
his co-workers and friends that any 
man may envy. Few people realize 
the constant demands for decision 


that are made on the Superinten- 
dent’s office. No personal considera- 
tions or friendships have affected 
Mr. Sanborn in arriving at these 
decisions. “Is it for the jbest in- 
terests of the young people and of 
the town?” was the question which 
was the key-note of his policy. Pro- 
gressive, ‘without ‘being carried 
away by every new “ism,” he held

The Shawsheen School, the 
present Junior High School, and 
the fine Central Building contain- 
ing Auditorium, Gymnasium and 
Cafeteria are the lasting material 
monuments of his administration, 
while he leaves to his successor a 
united school system imbued with 
the spirit of public service which 
he did so much to inculcate. 

The death of Mr. Saniborn, fol- 
lowing so closely upon his resigna- 
tion, was a shock to the sichool or- 
ganization and to ‘the people of 
Andover. We had ‘hoped that he 
would be spared to enjoy his well- 
earned retirement for a few years 
at leasit, and that he would con- 
tinue to share with us the richnesis 
of his long experience, ripened wis- 
dom, and sympathetic understtand- 
ing of school affairs. He will be 
sorely misised. 

The Andover school system, for 
which Mr. Sanborn more than any- 
one else was responsible, is a lasit- 
ing memorial to his long term as 
superintendent, and to the unselfisih 
devotion with which he served the 
schools of Andover for more than 
twenty years of his’ life.
